America, the richest country on 
earth, today 
ranks 
last of the 
nations advanced enough to have 
statistics on m aternal m ortality, be­ 
ing tw entieth on the list. 
It ranks 
sixth in its infant m ortality rate. 
Twenty thousand mothers and two 
hundred thousand babies, such as 
you see in this little boy’s arm s, died 
here in 1920. And of all the babies 
who survive birth, barely seventeen 
out of every hundred reach m aturity 
in proper physical condition. 
Of 
twenty-two million school children in 
America now a t least six million are 
suffering from serious m alnutrition, 
and urgently need medical attention, 
if they are not to grow up seriously 
handicapped. 


It is to combat such a situation, 
to make America safe for its own 
future citizens, th a t the American 
Child H ealth Association has been 
formed.

president, and it is a union of two 
great national organizations which 
have long been doing child health 
work in America, 
They are the

organization 
functioning 
here 
ar­ 
rives at the fulfillm ent of its pur­ 
pose. 
For several months a com mittee 
composed of three members from 
each of the official boards ■ of the 
ten Methodist churches in the city, 
all lay members, have been work­ 
ing to further the movement to­ 
ward reunion of the two branches. 
No m inister is in the organization, 
The church split more than half a 
century ago over differences which 
were am ong the fundam ental causes 
of the Civil war. 
The local reorganization com mit­ 
tee is headed by Judge C. B. Ames, 
form er assistant United States a t­ 
torney general, and prom inent Ok­ 
lahom a City attorney. It was given 
the unanim ous approval 
of each 
of the official boards of the city’s 
Methodist churches, 
five northern 
and five southern. By this action, 
the churches represented became of­ 
ficially sponsors of the movement 
so that every M ethodist in Okla­ 
homa City is nominally a part of 
it. 
According to Judge 
Ames, 
the 
local organization hopes to see the 
project 
spread 
throughout 
Okla­ 
homa. 
“We hava made no overtures to­ 
ward M ethodists in other Oklahoma 
cities,” he said, “ but we would be 
glad to see the movement taken up 
in Tulsa, Muskogee, Okmulgee and 
the other larger cities. U ltim ately 
we would like to see it a state-wide 
affair. 
“So far a-s I know there is no 
organization 
of 
the kind 
iii 
the 
United States except here,” Judge 
Ames said 
“We feel this Is the 
proper place for the movement to 
originate. For years wt have work­ 
ed together in harm ony and friend­ 
liness. We appreciate the value of 
union 
much more fully than the 
M ethodists in the North or further 
south where the church is of one 
branch 
only. 
There we 
have 
no 
duplication 
of 
effort 
and 
outlay 
such as here. We hope to see the 
progressive spirit of Oklahoma ex­ 
ert a powerful influence to bring

millions of dollars a year 
and face still larger losses because 
of the lack of available nio«!gen in 
the soil is the statement of John 
A. 
Whitehurst, 
president 
of 
the 
state board of agriculture, who is 
engaged in preparation of a bulle­ 
tin oil the subject through which. 
he explains, 
he hopes to 
arouse* 
the wheat men to a condition he 
says they can easily remedy. 
trolls pf the western plains are 
not as rich in available nitrogen 
elements as someother soils, accord' 
ing to Whitehurst, and are rapidly 
approaching the point of exhaus­ 
tion of these elements. 
Soils from 
which 
nitrogen 
has 
been exhausted produce about as 
much wheat as formerly, he points 
out, 
but 
the berries are yellow, 
starchy grains instead of the hard, 
dark wheat prized by millers and 
necessary to product!! n of a good 
grade of flour and bread. 
Yellow* berry w heat can be elim­ 
inated by the grower by the fol­ 
lowing means, according to White­ 
hurst : 
1. The judicious use of sodiac 
nitrate. 
2. Cultivation of the soil with 
application of nitrogenous manures. 
2. Rotation of crops in which 
a clover or other legume preceedes 
wheat. 
4. Fallow cultivation. 
“If the farmers continue to plant 
wheat without considering its mil­ 
ling 
value,” 
W hitehurst 
will 
say 
in his bulletin. “ in the course of 
time the mills will have to import 
from a distance wheat of a quality 
to build up the quality of the local 
wheat when made into fl fir, and 
the additional expense will have to 
be subtracted from the price paid 
for the 
wheat bought 
from 
the 
local growers.” 
O ther causes than lack of nitro­ 
gen in the soil which are under­ 
lying the production of poor grades 
of wheat in Oklahoma include, ac­ 
cording to 
the bulletin, 
the 
use 
of poor seed wheat, careless clean­ 
ing of aeed, and improper attention 
to wheat after it has been harvest­ 
ed, so that it absorbs moisture and 
moulds or sprouts. 
Turning to marketing methods.

Malhutrition is not synony­ 
mous with lack of food. 
It more 
often means wrong food and bad 
food

substitution 
of 
pastry for potatoes, dill pickles for 
green vegetables, coffee for clean 
milk. Or it may be due to the pres­ 
ence of some physical defect that 
prevents proper digestion. 
To cor­ 
rect it medical attention is required 
and the constant testing of young 
physiques by means of measuring 
tape and weighing scales. And this 
the American Child Health Asso­ 
ciation means to secure for every 
grow ing child in the country. But it 
will go farther back than the school 
child and secure equal advantages 
for the unborn baby, the infant in 
arms, the toddling pre-school child. 
The association will thus carry on 
the work done for thirteen years by 
the other incorporated organization, 
the American Child Hygiene Asso­ 
ciation. 


To attain its object tho American 
Child Health Association will main­ 
tain a clearing house of informa­ 
tion on child health activities, as 
to assist in the solution of any com­ 
munity’s local problems.

forward to help them. Private re­ 
lief organizations seem helpless to 
cope with the entire problem. It is 
too vast. Gra»ace is race to face with 
a social catastrophe. Internal order 
and security are menaced by the 
hordes of starving and distracted 
fugitives pouring into the country. 
Famine aiyl disease are stalking 
through Anatolia, Thrace and the 
Aegean islands. Women and child­ 
ren are dying everywhere. Even so 
great and precious a thing as moth- 
er-lov© cannot survive the agony 
and despair wrought by the sudden 
breaking up of families and homes. 
At Samsoun, on the

mothers

There is virtually ne 
fuel, no shelter, no clothing.

relief work of the Athens and An­ 
gora governments is pitifully inade­ 
quate.

care of homeless boys and girls is 
e xpected ta be inaugurated here to­ 
day with the meeting of the di­ 
rectors of the International Associa­ 
tion of ’Lions Clubs. In addition 
plans for inducing aliens to become 
naturalized citizens, and to instruct 
them in Americanism upon a broad 
and comprehensive basis will also 
be formulated. 
Bach year the directors of this 
association 
make 
plans 
for 
one 
or more major activities of its 600 
clubs 
in 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada, and these are followed out 
by its membership of 30,000. The 
plan for the aid to the homeless 
boys and girls was suggested by 
the president of the association, Ed 
S. Vaught, of Oklahoma City. 
The present plan, according to 
Secretary General Melvin Jone*, of 
Chicago, contemplates 
the 
“adop­ 
tion” by each member of the or­ 
ganization of a homeless boy or girl 
and care for the individual child 
in th e way of looking after 
its 
schooling, clothing and seeing to it 
that the child is sufficiently nurtur­ 
ed with wholesome food. The mem­ 
bers ar© expected to report to their 
clubs 
at 
stated 
intervals, 
giving 
the progress of the children under 
their care, in this way it is plan­ 
ned to provide decent surroundings 
education and proper influence for 
at least 30,000 homeless little ones 
each year. The expense will 
be 
borne jointly by the individual mem­ 
bers and the clubs. 
The qfian for naturalization and 
Americanization is a cooperative ac­ 
tivity of the clubs. At the present 
time more than 
175 Lions clubs 
are conducting naturalization and 
Americanization classes, and more 
than 
200 clubs are already acti­ 
vely engaged in promoting the wel­ 
fare of homeless children. 
The plan of the directors is to 
co-ordinate these activities and to 
have all Lions clubs engage in them 
upon a definite basis. The meeting 
will last three days,
